The' results*oE an Investigation by 


the United States Bureau of Mines of 
the cooperative coal mining operatiou 
at Dagger, Ind., arc embodied in a re- 
port, of J.'J. Bourquln, the examining 
engineer, as follows: 


"The Keely mine is one of the few 


naiaes that is being operated success- 
fully on a cooperative basis. This 
shaft mine is developing 130 acres of 
coal in the Indiana No. 6 bed. which 
here averages 5& feet thick and lies 
about 110 Teet below the 
surface. 


Thirty-seven miners a;id 20 company 
men or day men are employed, and 
the daily output is aiound 300 tons. 
Practically the entire production is 
sold by contract for railroad use. No 
mining machines are used and all 
coal is produce^ by pick Kork. 


"The mine "was originally owned 


and operated by the Stockton Coai 
company of Dagger, but about eight 
years ago it was Teased to Roy Price. 
He sub-leased the property to 10 min- 
ers, who formed an association known 
as the Dugger Mutual Coal & Mining I 
company, to work tbe mine co&pera- 
tively. 


-"At fl»sl many difficulties wore en- 


tountered; the cooperative idea Is an 
old one, but the practi'.-e was new to 
those ,interested. Some o£ the men 
were energetic, ambitious workers; 


- others were inclined to let their as- 
eociates produce the coal but *ante£ 
to share in the profits. In time, after a 
tard "struggle and many changes in 
the personnel of the company, busi- 
ness-like methods were adopted and 
the mine was put on a paying basis.

strikes have occurred. Under such cir- 
cumstances all work is stopped, the 
miners who comprise thc partnership 
under which the mine operates put 
down their tools and come out with 
the strikers, and thc mine is idle un- 
til the difference,* have been arbitrated 
by the executive board of the miners' 
union.
